Korff said the fund had $9,- 
325 on hand as of last Satur- 
day, He said it owes $77;753 in 
fees to the firm of Mr. Nixon’s 
lawyer, Herbert ,J. Miller, .plus 
a $31,000 loan to another 
Korff-organized defense com- 
mittee for Mr. Nixon. ' 

Korff said he has been told 
the fund will be billed for an- 
other $221,000 in legal fees for 

Mr. Nixon. 

He refused to say whether 
that estimate came from Mr. 
Nixon’s staff in San Clemente 
or from his lawyers, in Wash- 
ington. He said he had no de- 
tails on what specific legal 
work the additional : bills 
would be for.
